A MÜRDEy^ySTERY. 


I>isiuembcred Body of a Woman 


Found in Bridgeport. 


A Parallel to the Gnldensuppe 
Tragedy. 


Limbs in One Parcel and Head 
Wrapped in Anotlier. 


Trunk Not Found Till I.atcr—Or. Holmes 


Identifies Head as That of a Profes- 


sional Nurse He Had Treated. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 13.— 
All of the parts of the dismembered 
body of the young woman so mys- 
teriously murdered and mutilated 
and cast into the waters of the Yel- 
low Mill river have been found. 
The trunk was discovered today. 
The upper half, with the arms at- 
tached, was in one package, while 
the lower part of the body was in 
a second package. 


The head and lower extremities of 
the woman were found in Yel- 
low Mill river, a tributary of Long 
Island sound, by three boys late 
yesterday afternoon. 
The ghastly 
find revealed a crime .which in all 
details, so far known, resembles the 
murder of Guldensuppo, the victim 
of Martin Thorn and Mrs. Nack. 
The only difference being that the 
victim was a 
handsome 
young 
woman instead of a powerful man. 


The boys were throwing stones 
into the water from a bridge when 
tlioy noticed a parcel in the water 
and they dragged it ashore. A pass- 
er-by opened the package, disclos- 
ing the horrible tragedy. 
The par- 
cel contained the two limbs of a 
woman wrapped in a large ijiece of 
linen, presumably pirt of a sheet. 
Over this was wound a piece rubber 
sheeting, vhe whole being tied with 
common wool twine. 


The left leg wag severed just 
above the lower end of the femur. 
The right was separated through the 
knee cap. The thighs were severed 
at the junction of the upper and 
middle thirds, close to the trunk. 


SEVERED BELOW THE CHIN. 


A further search was made and 
the second package was found. This 
contained the head, which had been 
severed about one and one-half 
inches below the chin. The features 
were those of a very beautiful young 
woman with dark eyes and anl)urn 
hair. The head was wrapped first 
in the leg of a man's underdrawers, 
which was drawn tightly about the 
decapitated member. 
Over 
this 
was a piece of rubber sheeting the 
same as that used in the first pack- 
age. 


The mutilated 
remnants 
were 
taken to Cullinas' morgue, where 
the head was placed in a case of em- 
balming fluid and exhibited to fully 
5,000 persons in the hope of it being 
identified. Different parties iu turn 
identified the head as that of several 
young women, but none was correct, 
as investigation showed. 


This morning search was made for 
the remainder of the body with the 
result detailed in the beginning of 
this dismtch. 


The upper half of the body was 
wrapped in what appears to be half 
of a black rubber carriage blanket. 
There were two eyelet holes in it. 


MURDER DONE BY A SURGEON. 


The abdominal part of the trunk 
was swathed in a white rubber sheet 
such as is used in surgical operatmg 
rooms. 


This latter circumstance, together 
with the plain evidence that the 
body was severed, like the legs and 
the head, by an expert using a keen 
knife and a perfect edged saw, leads 
the police to the conviction that the 
mutilation and presumably the mur- 
der was done by a surgeon. 


The upper half of the trunk is in- 
tact. The stomach, liver and other 
organs located in the upper part of 
the human anatomy are all 
in 
place, but the abdominal portion of 
the body has been dispelled of 
nearly every organ. This suggests 
that the young woman was the vic- 
tim of a criminal operation at the 
hands of a physician, who brought 
his skill into play in an effort to de- 
stroy the evidence of the crime as 
well as to destroy the body of the 
victim of his mal-practice. 


SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 


The case is shrouded in 
the 
deepest mystery, for while many of 
those who viewed the head were 
certain that the features were those 
of a local person, the authorities are 
not inclined to agree with them. 


It is the opinion of the authorities 
that whoever placed the remains in 
the river had no acquaintance with 
the surroundings or they would 
not have chosen the spot they 
did to hide the crime. While the 
bridge leads to a wood that is but 
sparsely traversed after nightfall 
and afforded a fine opportunit,y for 
the disposal of the body, the water 
is so shallow during low tide that 
anyone passing could see the bun • 
dies in the water. It is not a difla- 
cult thing in daylight to see the bot- 
tom of the water, oven at high tide. 


The murderer evidently drove to 
the bridge late Sunday night or 
early Monday morning and threw 
the remains into the river. 


Medical Examiner Downs is of the 
opinion, however, that the victim 
-was first either poisoned or stran- 
gled and after reflecting npon his 
orime resolTed to got rid ol the body 
after the fashion resorted to by 


Martin Thorn and his consort, Mrs. 
Nack. 


HBAD IDENTIFIED. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 13.— 
Dr. Holmes of this city this after 
noon identified the head found in 
the Yellow Mill river yesterday, as 
that of Rachael Warner, a profes 
sional nurse. 
He says he 
had 
treated her and that she often told 
him that her husband treated her 
cruelly.

Editor P. H. Robinson, of the Rail- 
way Age ; Louis R. Ehrich, of Colo- 
rado 
Springs; 
Former 
Senator 
Carey, of Wyoming, and Governor 
Leslie Shaw, of Iowa, are to take 
part in the program. Mr. Atkin- 
son is not here owing to illness, his 
paper being read by Mr. Morton. 


Messrs. Warner, Towne, Bartine, 
Weaver, Reynolds and other leaders 
of the silver and paper money sides 
took part in a joint debate today. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock Mr. Mor- 
ton called the convention to order 
and without any unusual formality 
beyond a few words of explanation 
and welcome.

RED MEN'S COUNCIL. 


Proceedings of the Indianapolis 
Meeting. 


Reports Received Concerning: the Financial 
AtTitirs of the Order—In a Flonr- 
islilnj; Condition. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 13.—At to- 
day's 
session 
ot the 
national 
council of Red Men the financial 
committee made its reports. 
It 
showed receipts from all sources, 
$41,459; expenditures for all pur-, 
pose?, $24,546; balance on hand, 
$16,913, 


This report shows the net amount 
of appropriations unexpended was 
$1,182.06. The amounts unexpended 
were $55, appropriated for interest 
of $3,000 loan; $293.25 organizing 
expenses; $884.19 printing, 
etc., 
and $2,50 insurance, while the con- 
tingent expenses fund was over- 
drawn $55,88. The permanent fund 
amounts to $5.934,10. 


Charles C. Cogley, great chief of 
records, in his reports shows: 


Total receipts, $1,246,310.04; paid 
forrelietof members, $366,788.51; 
relief of widows and orphans, $9,- 
177.03. Burial of dead, $79,414.59; 
other expenses, $602,536.27, Invest- 
ments,

HONG KONG, Sept, 1 3 . — A special 
dispatch received here from Manila, 
from a Spanish source, says : 


"Agninaldo has liberated all the 
Spanish prisoners. The Americans, 
in violation of the terms of the cap- 
itulation, have seized the ofiices, de- 
stroyed the archives, disregarded 
the municipal laws and are collect- 
ing the over due Spanish taxes. " 


This morning while Mrs. Emma 
Gutherie was cleaning one of the 
offices in the Arcade building a 
heavy window fell upon her body, 
pinching her so badly as to cause in- 
ternal injuries of a grave nature. 
Dr.'ifpmas, who was summoned, 
founa the woman unconscious. 
He 
had her removed to her home, 489 
East Wayne street, where at last ac- 
counts she was suffering great pain. 
The outcome of the injury cannot 
now be foretold. 


GREAT TOE FRACTURED. 
George Staurton, a derrick man 
at the now court house, had the 
great toe of his right foot crushed 
by a heavy iron beam this morning. 
The bones of the member were 
fractured. Mr. Staurton was taken 
to his boarding house at 74 Barr 
street. 


SUDDENLY ILL. 


Mrs. Mencer, whose home is at 
Kingston, Ind., was taken danger- 
ously ill in the store of the Rurode 
Dry Goods company this morning. 
The lady was removed to one of the 
hotels, where Dr. Lomas attended 
her. She is in a critical condition. 
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ADMIRAL DEWEY WANTS 
FLEET STRENGTHENED. 


MANILA, Sept. 13.—Rear Admiral 
Dewey says he considers the situa- 
tion critical. It is unders tood he has 
asked for an additional cruiser and 
a battleship. 


The Spaniards assert that Ger- 
many will take a coaling station 
here and that Spain will retain the 
remainder of the islands. 


The last Spanish garrisons at 
llocos and Laguna have surrendered 
and the whole island of Luzon ia in 
the hands of the insurgents, except 
at Manila and Cavite. 


CALLS AN ASSEMBLY OF FILIPINOS. 
Aguinaldo went to Lelollos Fri- 
day. He has announced his inten- 
tion of convening an assembly of the 
Filipinos September 15, in order to 
decide upon the policy to be adopted 
by the insurgents. 


The correspondent here of the 
Associated Press has had an inter- 
view with Aguinaldo, who said 
there were G7,000 insurgents armed 
with rifles. 
He added he could 
raise 100,000 men. Indeed, the in- 
surgent 
leader 
pointed out the 
whole population of the Philippine 
islands was willing to fight for inde- 
pendence. 


Continuing, Aguinaldo said he 
had 9,000 military prisoners, includ- 
ing 5,000 in the vicinity of Manila, 
besides civil prisoners. 


CONSIDERS AMERICANS BROTHERS. 
Later Aguinaldo said the "pro- 
visional government" was now op- 
erating in twenty-eight provinces. 
He asserted that on August 2 they 
elected delegates, in numbers pro- 
portionate to the population. As to 
the Americans, Aguinaldo remarked 
that he considered them as brothers 
and that "the two sovereign repub- 
lics were allied against a common 
enemy." 


When questioned as to whether 
the future Filipino policy would be 
absolute indejjendence, Aguinaldo 
excused himself from replying and 
asked what America intends to do, 


SAYS NONÍ?; WANTS ANNEXATION. 
The correspondent being unable 
to answer this question, Aguinaldo 
continued : 


'We have been fighting for inde- 
pendence for a long time. 
The na- 
tives who prijfess to favor annexa- 
tion are insincere. 
It is merely a 
ruse to ascertain American views, ' ' 


When asked if the Filipinos would 
object to the retention of Manila, 
Aguinaldo declined to answer. 


"Would the Filipinos object to 
Americans 
retaining 
a 
coaling 
station, if recognizing the independ- 
ence of the islands or establishing a 
temporary protectorate over them?" 


Aguinaldo again refused to an- 
swer. 


Pending the conclusion of the as- 
sembly, Aguinaldo said, he was con- 
fident there would be no trouble be- 
tween America and the Philipinos. 


NOT ASKED TO WITHDRAW HIS MEN. 
The insurgent leader denied hav- 
ing received a request from General 
Otiis and Rear Admiral Dewey to 
withdraw his troops to a prescribed 
distance from Manila and Cavite 
and he declined to discuss the effect 
of such a request. 


Aguinaldo further asserted that 
he had never clashed with the 
American authorities since the ca- 
pitulation of Manilla, and that he 
had never authorized 
the insur- 
gents to search or disarm Americans 
crossing the lines. 


The correspondent closely ques- 
tioned him about last Saturday's in- 
cident,^ when 
the 
Pennsylvania 
troops proceeded to establish a new 
outpost. The Filipinos objected and 
nearly precipitated hostilities, or- 
dering the Americans to withdraw 
in twenty minutes. 


CLASH OVER A NEW OUTPOST, 


They issued ammunition and in- 
tercepted the American re-enforce- 
ments. Finally General Hale or- 
dered the Pennsylvanians to ad- 
vance and the rebels withdrew. 


The local governor has explained 
that the incident was a complete 
mistake' and has repudiated 
his 
subordinates' 
action. 
Aguinaldo 
declares 
to 
the 
correspond- 
ent 
that 
the 
Filipino 
who 
made the trouble 
merely 
pre- 
tended to be an officer and is entirely 
nnconneoted 
with the insnrgent 
army. Aguinaldo complained that 
the Spaniards were '«disseminating 
false reports for the purpose of 


fomenting antagonism between the 
Filipinos and the Americans." 


EXPECTS AMERICANS TO GfO HOME. 
The whole interview, conveyed 
the impression that Agninaldo de- 
sires absolute independence, regards 
the mission of the Americans here 
as accomplished and expects their 
withdrawal, "just as the French 
with LaFayette 
withdrew after 
helping the Americans in the war 
of independence, a war of human- 
ity." 


Just now Agninaldo maintains the 
role of extreme friendship. 


GOMEZ Q ^ S . 


Commander-in-Chief of Cuban 
Army Resigns. 


Report Says He is Disgriuted With Course 
of Cuban Government in Surren- 
derine to United States. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 13,—An 
uncontradicted report was received 
l»y General Lawton last night that 
General Maximo Gomez, the insur- 
gent commander-in-chief, has ten- 
dered his resignation of the com- 
mand of the Cuban army to the Cu- 
ban government at Camagey and 
that it has been accepted. 


Gomez, it appears, has been pro- 
testing against the Cuban govern- 
ment's yielding the control of affairs 
of the island to the Americans /md 
the explanation for resigning was 
his disapproval of "passive submis- 
sion to conditions tending to the 
practical discrediting and 
retire- 
ment of the Cuban republic, as such, 
and the establishing of the absolute 
dominion of the United States. " 


CUBANS MUCH EXCITED. 


The Cubans at Santiago were 
much excited by the report and 
there was an animated scene at the 
San Carlos club this morning when 
the matter was discussed. 
The re- 
port was disbelieved by many who 
say that General Gomez's resigna- 
tion at this time, is utterly improb- 
able. 


Others, however, say Gomez re- 
sents the putting of the Cuban army 
under the authority of the American 
generals and claims the Cubans 
should resist, even by force of arms 
if necessary. 


Generals Cebreco, Castillo, Pedro, 
Perez and other insurgent leaders 
have turned over their commands 
to General Lawton, 


General Perez has 8,000 men in 
the vicinity of Gaunamo, which he 
will disband this week by order of 
General Castillo, 


There is now a general desire on 
the part of the Cuban army to dis- 
band, as the insurgents have learned 
that the question of their back pay 
will not be considered by the Amer- 
ican'i. 


Lieutenant Colonel Rowan 
and 
Captain Parker, 
accompanied by 
Lieutenant Colonel Carlos Garcia, 
son of General Garcia, and two 
other Cuban officers, arrived here 
last night on horse back from Gi- 
bara, on the north coast. 


Colonel Rowan was sent here by 
General Miles from Porto Rico, He 
will make observations in Cuba, 
geographical, climatic and military 
for the government. He was fitted 
out with guides, horses and pro- 
visions by the Cuban commander, 
Feria, at Gibara, and visited Hol- 
guin, which is garrisoned by 12,000 
Spaniards under General Luque. 
Good 
health 
generally prevails 
among both Cubans and Spaniards 
in the northern part of the island. 
The Spaniards entertained Colonel 
Rowan and his Cuban companions 
hospitably. 


BATTERY IS STUCK. 


May Not Be Able to Get Home 
for Several Days. 


Captain Ranke 
Informed 
That 
Mnster 
Rolls Have Not Vet Been Received 
by Paymaster. 


There is absolutely no means of 
telling at this time when the Fort 
Wayne battery will leave Camp 
Mount. The assistant paymaster, 
who was expected yesterday, did 
not 
arrive and Captain Ranke, 
who was grovsdng tired of wait- 
ing, sent a telegram to the pay- 
master's department at Chicago, 
asking when a man was going to be 
sent down to pay the battery. 
Late 
yesterday afternoon this 
answer 
came: 


"Pay-rolls have not reached here 
from Columbus." 


This means that the battery will 
have to remain several days. 


THE 159TH IS IN CAMP. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 13.—The One 
Hundred and Fifty ninth Indiana, 
Colonel Bamett, which arrived from 
Camp Meade in four sections last 
night, and slept on the cars, went 
into camp at Camp Mount this 
morning. 
The regiment marched 
through the main streets of the city 
this morning 
and were 
loudly 
cheered by the thousands of people 
along the line. The men in line ap- 
peared to be in good condition. The 
sick list of the regiment is not very 
large. About twenty was left be- 
hind in the hospital, fifteen were 
removed to the city hospital on ar- 
rival and a number were taken to 
the camp hospital. The One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-eighth Indiana is ex- 
pected to arrive from Knoxville this 
afternoon. 


ONE REOIMEBT AT OAMP THOMAS. 
GHioKAUAxraA, National Military 
Park, Tenn.. Sept. 13.—The Ninth 


New York left for home today and 
only one regiment, the Sixth United 
States volunteers, now remain at 
Chickamauga. The departing New 
Yorkers occupied fonr trains, the 
first leaving about noon. 
General 
Breckinridge and his staff are ex- 
pected to leave for Lexington, Ky., 
tomorrow. 


The majority of the sick in the 
hospitals are improving rapidly and 
in a few weeks the last patient is ex- 
pected to be able to be moved. 


As soon, as the hospitals 
are 
emptied, the sixth regiment will be 
moved elsewhere. 


EVENTS AND IDEAS. 


Dr. Mace Discusses Them at the 
Teachers' Institute. 


A Scholary Talk on the Subject of History 
—other interesting Subjects Intro- 
duced Today. 


Superintendent Young opened the 
teachers' institute this morning, at 
Berry street M. E, church, by mak- 
ing a few interesting remarks re- 
garding the line of work being done 
by the instructors of the meeting. 


The Rev. P. J, Rice then con- 
ducted the devotional 
exercises. 
After singing songs under the di- 
rection of Prof. Miles, the audience 
was treated to a lecture on "Gener- 
al Methods," by Dr, R, J. Aley, 
who impressed the idea of scholar- 
ship pointedly on his listeners. 
DR MACE'S TALKS.. 


After a brief intermission Dr. W. 
H. Mace continued to treat on a sub- 
ject introduced yesterday, iu which 
he emphasized the thought that 
"events" constitute the form side 
of history while the "idea" is the 
result of form. 
He classified the 
form and content of history so that 
his 
theme 
was 
easily 
under- 
stood. 
His argument was to the 
effect that there are five institutions 
of history, viz., 
'Government," 
which is the machinery of political 
ideas ; "Church," which is the ma- 
chinery of religious ideas ; "School," 
which is the machinery of cultured 
ideas; "Occupation," which is the 
machinery of industrial ideas, and 
Family," which is the machinery 
of social ideas. 
These ideas are 
what make history—events. 
He 
illustrated that the ideas born in the 
time of Abraham are today strewn 
through the five divisions of life in- 
stitutions, that they are five great 
currents of thought through which 
all events of life permeate. Ideas 
grow continuously and connectively ; 
they always remain old, yet are con- 
stantly new. By virtue of this they 
bind together and make history. 
There is a unity in history by which 
one infiuences either of the five co-

CABINET MEETS. 


Peace Program is Given Some 
Discussion. 


tetter of Instructions to the Commission- 
ers Is Made Known—Will be With- 
held From the Public. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—After a 
session lasting nearly two and a 
half hours today the cabinet took a 
recess until 3:30 o'clock this after- 
noon. The situation at Manila was 
discussed at some length, but the 
principal business of the meeting 
was the discussion of the letter of 
instructions to be given to the com- 
mission which will meet in Paris to 
formulate a treaty of peace with 
Spain. 


Several members of the cabinet 
who were taking their vacations 
were recalled by the president to 
attend today's meeting. 


The letter of introduction will not 
be made public, but it is understood 
that it is comprehensive in char- 
acter and, in addition to making 
plain the general policy of the gov- 
ernment on all important points, it 
covers all of the details that can 
now be foreseen 'and provided for. 
It is assumed, however, that many 
questions are likely to arise during 
the deliberations of the point of com- 
mission upon which the American 
members will require specific cable 
instructions from the 
president. 
Secretary Day has not yet sent his 
resignation to the president, but no 
doubt he will do so within a day or 
two.

MADRID, Sept. 13.—There was an- 
other uproarious session of the sen- 
ate today. Count Almenas, referring 
to his statement yesterday giving 
the names of the generals he re- 
cently said ought to have their 
sashes tied around their necks in- 
stead of around their waists, nam- 
ing Weyler, Blanco and Primo De 
Rivera, after which he also in- 
cluded Admiral Cervera in the cat- 
egory, and said General Linares was 
also incompetent and ought to be 
arraigned. 


Thereupon General Weyler and 
others 
loudly 
protested against 
these charges, and General Weyler 
called 
on 
Count 
Almenas 
to 
name those generals who vf^ere ac- 
cused of failing to do their duty, 
and, he added, if the accusations 
were true, and the culprits could 
not be legally punished, the gen- 
erals would take the matter in their 
own hands and inflict proper pun- 
ishment. 


A great tumult ensued, the sena- 
tors standing, shouting and threat- 
ening each other. The president of 
the senate vainly strove to restore 
order and broke his bell attempting 
to do so.

"Ponce, Sept. 13, 1898.—Adjutant 
General, Washington: The number 
of sick among the troops in Porto 
Rico, one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-six ; about 18 per cent

typhoid fever; four hundred and 
forty-six malaria; twelve hundred 
sixty-two other diseases.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—Special dis- 
patches from Vienna say the entire 
Austro-Hungarian empire 
is in- 
furiated against the Italians, as a 
result of the assassination of the 
Empress Elizabeth, and that violent 
anti-Italian 
demonstrations have 
taken place at Trieste, where the 
Italians and natives 
have been 
fighting iu the streets with sticks 
and stones, 
sometimes using re- 
volvers. 


Six deaths are reported to have 
occurred there, and the troops were 
called out to suppress the disturb- 
ances. 


At Gratz an Italian peddler has 
been lynched, and at Vienna fully 
1,500 Italians employed on the mu- 
nicipal works have been summarily 
dismissed, in order to avert a popu- 
lar revolt. 


The Italian embassy at Vienna is 
guarded by a strong body of infan- 
fcry. 


DEEP MPRESSION IN ROME. 


R03IE, Sept. 13.—The anti-Italian 
demonstrations 
in Austria have 
made a deep impression here. The 
newspapers urge the government to 
see that Italians are protected from 
unjustifiable attacks. 
Numbers of 
Italian workmen are returning to 
Italy owing to the threats of the Aus- 
trians. 


ANARCHIST MANIFESTO IN MILAN. 


ROME, Sept. 13.—An anarchist 
manifesto, signed by "The Revo- 
lutionary Committee," has been 
distributed in Milan during the past 
few days. The police oh yesterday 
arrested an Italian who was en- 
gaged in distributing the manifesto. 
'Ihe prisoner, who had just ftrrived 
from Switzerland when he was 
seized, shouted 
"Long 
live an- 
archy," "Death to the king." Some 
of the people in the crowd present 
at the time of the arrest ^interfered 
with the police o ^ e r s who made 
the capture and several persons 
were injured on both sides before 
the anarchist was lodged in the po- 
lice depot. 


The newspapers here remark that 
the recent riots at Milan commenced 
in a similar manner. 


THE DEATHS,

She was aged 
eighty 
years and two mon+.hs. Hor maiden 
name was Elizabeth First, and she 
was bom in Ohio, June 5, 1818. She 
was married in March, 1838, to Ja- 
cob Smith. Of this union there 
were born throe children, Finley 
Smith, Jonas Smith, of Fort Wayne, 
and Bblinda (Smith) Clark, all liv- 
ing. She had thirty grandchildren, 
of which twenty-four are now liv- 
ing, and thirty-three great grand- 
children. With her husband Mrs. 
Smith moved from Wayne county, 
Ohio, in 1848, to this county, set- 
tling on a farm in Pleasant town- 
ship, Here they resided until the 
death of her husband in 1891, Six 
years ago she suffered a stroke of 
paralysis and was an invalid until 
her death. She made her home 
during her sickness with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Clark, a part of the time, 
and a portion of her time she spent 
in the family of her son, Finley. 
When about twenty years of age 
she united with the Baptist church, 
but later, there being no church of 
that denomination near her home, 
she joined the Church of God and 
was a faithful member until the 
time of her death. The funeral was 
held September 5 at Fairview church 
and burial took place in the Union- 
town cemetery,

This morning Dr, W. W, Shryock 
received a letter containing

news of the death of his cousin. Dr. 
M, Wilson Bayless, at Kansas City, 
which occurred Sunday morning, of 
paralysis. The deceased had num- 
erous friends in this city.

grounds have a frontage of ninety- 
five feet and extend back 150 feet, 
nearly all of which is occupied by 
the college building. 


Tho main lesture room is con- 
veniently arranged in ampitheatre 
form, with a seating capacity 
of 
450 students. 
The entire 
buiid- 
ing is heated 
by two 
furnaces 
with 
radiators 
and 
ventilators, 
and 
lighted

lights. 
The main floor also contains the 
secretary's room, faculty room and 
library, dispensing and 
operating

and two additional lecture 
rooms. 
The second floor is occu- 
pied by the chemical, histological 
and bacteriological laboratories and 
museum room.

floor 
is used for the dissecting 
room, 
and 
has 
an 
elevator 
connect- 
ing it with the cold storage 
in 
the basement. 
The entire building 
is admirably arranged for a 
medi- 
cal college, and the trustees 
have 
spared no pains and expense in pro- 
viding facilities for thorough work 
in every department.
